IN THE_HOUSE. 


Washington. Dec. C.—When the 


house met today an arrangement was 
agreed to by which the consideration 
of 
the Grout oleomargerine bill, 


which was to have ccme up today 
under a special order made at the 
last session, was postponed until to- 
morrow, and the hoose proceeded 
with the consideration of the army 
reorganisation bill. 


The Hepburn amendment to pro- 


ride that vacancies in the quarter- 
master's department could be filled 
from civil life or from volunteer o: 
cer* commisaioned since April 10. 
1808. which was pending when the 
house 
adjourned 
yesterday, 
wis 


voted down without division. 


Mr. Hay, of Virginia, offered an 


amendment, which was adopted, au- 
thorizing the president to appoint 
fifty volunteer surgeons with, the 
rank of mi)or. and 150 assistant sur- 
geans, with the rank of captain, for 
terms of two year*, unless previously 
discharged. 


Xr. Otty, of Viiginia, offered an 


amendment ta empower the surgeon 
general of the army to employ not to 
exceed thirty dentwl surgeons, three 
cf whom should be chief dental sur- 
geons. 


Mr. Otty made a humorous speech 


In suppcrt of th* amendment, appeal- 
ing to every member to vote in the 
iatereat of 3.2OO.OOO teeth, 
ylrre- 


spectiv* of party or the result of the 
late election,*' said he, "vote to rid 
the old soldier of the toothache." 


The amendment wa* adopted. 
Mr. Bingham, of Pennsylvania, of- 


fered an amendment to provide for a 
corps of veterinary *nrgeonj, one 
chief veterinary, with the rank of 
colonel, one assistant chief, with the 
rank of major, four veterinarian*, 
with the rank of first lieutenants). 
ten assistants, with, the rank of sec- 
ond lieutenants, twenty axsiatants, 
with th* rank of second lieutenant of 
cavalry. 
Mr. Bingham 
explained 


that the propo«ed amendment was 
identical with the provision In the 
senate bill. 
The establishment of a 


veterinary corps, he said, had the ap- 
proval of Lieutenant General Miles, 
Generals Brooke, Merritt, Wilson and 
oth*r high army officers. 


As th* army would twi reorganized 


under this bill there would be upward 
of 35,000 animals to be cared for and 
the economy of such a corp* was be- 
yond cavil. 
The amendment was 


adopted. SO to 2. 


THE REVENUE BILL,

rel. R*prei*ntatlv* Richardson, the 
ranking minority member, nwved a 
fuither reduction of all th* Ucr**** 
mad* by th* war riviaut act.

would have been to make th* rate 
$1 per barrel. The motion was de 
feated by a party vote. 


The consideration by sections pro 


eecded, th* bill being preserved in 
the main as framed by the republi 
cans. 


The ways and mean* committee 


voted to report the revenue reduction 
bill as adopted with an amendment 
making th* bill to take effect on its 
passage instead of thirty days there* 
after. 


All substitutes and amendments by 


the minority were defeated, 6 to 9. 


WOULD PROHIBIT CANTEEN.

ary property. 
The Littlefield amendment is de< 
Igned to be explicit and farreaching 
n absolute prohibition.

MORE AUTHORITY ASKED FOR 


MEDICAL OFFICERS. 


Washington. Dec. 0.—Surgeon Gen 


eral Sternberg made public today a 


t upon the origin and spread o 


yphold fever in the United States 
military camps during the Spanish 
war of 1898. prepared at his Instance 
by a board consisting of Major Wai 
er Reed, surreon. U. S. A.; Majoi 
rirtor C. Vaughan, division surgeon 
I. S. V.. and Major Edward O 
lhakespeare. brigade surgeon, U 
;. v. 
The surgeon general prefaces the 
eport by railing attention to the vast 
amount of work the medical corpn 
was called upon to perform during 
t!i* war, in older to cope with th*» 
tremendous increase of the army in 
the field, and comments upon the 
widespread prevalence of Typhoid in 
1898. 2O.OOO raft** of this disease ap- 
pearing among the troop* encamp*j 
within the limits of the United St 
from May until September of that 
year. 


A general summary of the conclus 


ions reached by the board indicates 
that during the Spanish war every 
regiment constituting the First. Sec- 


ond. 
Third. Fourth. Fifth and Sev- 


enth army corps developed typhoid 
fever, this being true of bcth the vol. 
unteer and regular commands. 


More than 90 per cent of the volun- 


teer regiment* are shown to have 
developed typhoid within eight week* 
after going Into camp, and the fever 
developed also in certain of the regu- 
lar regiments within three to five 
weeks after the tents went up. 


Typhoid became epidemic in all 


camps, large and small, north and 
south, and wa* found to be so widely 
dittributed in this country that one 
or more cases are likely to appear in 
any regiment within eiglit week* 
after assembly, whether on the march 
or ttationary. It is also stated that, 
with typhoid fever as widely ditsem- 
[nated as it is in this country, the 
chances ar* that If a regiment of 
1.30O men should be assembled in 
any section and kept in a camp hav- 
ing* the most perfect sanitary condi- 
tions, on* or more cases o* the fever 


"ould develop. Nevertheless it was 
that many commands during the war 
were healthily located, that the space 
allotted ta regiments was in some in- 
stance* Inadequate and that many 
regiments were allowed to rtmalu on 
one sit* too long. 


There w*re regiments at Chicks- 


mauga which did cot move a tent 
from th* time of their arrival in May 
to their departure late in Augurt. 


Requests for change* in location 


mad* by medical officers, on account 
of the unfit condition of the camps in 
question, were not always granted. 
In some instances camps were set up 
in the face of earnest protests from 
medical 
officers, 
who 
protested 


against the sanitary unfltness of the 
lite* selected. 


The camp* became very filthy in 


general, it is stated, and line officer* 
are thus held responsible to some ex- 
tent for the unsanitary conditions 
that developed. 


In this connection the board sug- 


gests that greater authority be given 
medical officers in questions relating 
to the hygiene of camps. 


The board condemns in general the 


methods of disposing of the exerre- 
tions of th* human body and fecal 
matter, holding that a lack of proper 
facilities In this respect wa* in a 
large meanur* responsible for the 
prevalence of the fever in the camps. 


Where water carriag* cannot be 


secured in permanent camps, it is 
suggMtedthat all fecal matter be dis- 
infected and then cirted away from, 
th* camp, and the board had made a 
special recommendation that 
gal- 


vanized iron troughs containing milk 
of lime be uttlitetl for this purpose. 


Infected water was found to be an 


unimportant factor In the spread of 
typhoid fever in th* national 
en- 


campments of 1808. 
At Chieka- 


mauga. Jacksonville. Camp* Algtr 
and M**d* contaminated water 1* 
•aid to hav* played but a mall part 
In *pr**aUne; th* fever. 
To guard 


ag*isj*t tb* eo* lamination of th* 
wat*r vopply, how*v*r, fadUtl** for 


th* sterilization of water for troop 
in the field are recommended. 


Files, which swarmed over infect 


fecal matter in the camp pits, are be 
lieved to have been transmitters o: 
typhoid baccilus. 


It has been conclusively settlec 


that a company badly infected with 
typhoid cannot rid itself of the in fee 
tion by simply changing its location 
a* It carries with it the specific agent 
of the disease In the bodie* of it* 
men and In their clothing, bedding 
and tentage. 
Indeed, it has bee 


found that an extended ocean voyage 
does not avail, but that a complete 
disinfection of men and effects 1* ab- 
solutely necessary. 


Except where urgent emergency 


make* it uecewary, the board urge* 
that one command should not be to- 


ted upon the site recently occupied 


and vacated by another. It i* urged 
:hat the soldiers' beds should be 
:ised from the ground, for tne me: 
are reported to have slept in dust 
piles possibly infected with typhoid 
germs, and also that the soldier* be 
made to remove their outer clothing 
at night, wherever possible. 


Malaria was not a prevalent dis- 


ease among the camp* during the 


war, 
although many short attacks of 


yphoid were generally diagnosed a* 
some form of malarial fever. Alto- 
gether about one-fifth of the soldiers 
n the national encampments during 
he Spanish war developed typhoid. 
bout half of tbe cases being correct- 
y diagnosed by the army surgeons. 
The death rate was 7.01 per cent.. 


ml the average period of incubation 
wa* found to be about ten and on*>- 


ilf day*.

PRESIDENT GOMFERS SPEAKS. 
President Gompcr* then began his 


annual address. 


President Com per*, in hi* annual 


report, said: 


Our economic and social life pre- 


sents to us new and complex prob- 
lems. 
The century now opening 


before u* require* the keenest ap- 
preciation on the. part of all, that 
upan ourselves and upon our unity 
in senticient, conviction and action 
lies the safety of the future man- 
hood, womanhood and childhood of 
our country. 


There, hare b*en no rights ac- 


corded nnlee* they have been con- 
quered through unity, th* wisdom 
and the willingness of tho*t who 
hare acquired them, to bear bur- 
dens and make cacrifices. 


What is true of the put ia true 


of the present, and will be equally 
true in the future. 
T* organize 


the yet unorganised worker*; to 
build up national and international 
unions; to make our organizations 
daily more effective ta defend the 
toilers; to protect and promote their 
interest* in every way; to auure 
beyjnd all preadventure the van- 
tage ground already e.air*i, t? pro- 
gress continually in &boli«hin«. that 
which the workers, their wives, and 
their children have too long borne, 
and the achievement of that justice 
to which they are entitled—the- suc- 
cess of these, as typified by our 
great cause, niw and for all time 
to come texts entirely upon the 
working class itself. 


Th* past year has witnessed a 


mo*t remarkable growth in organi- 
zation among the worker* who 
have realized that there ia no pro- 
tection for their interests or hop* 
for justice and freedom in the fu- 
ture, unless it results from the 
unity of the. wag* working mass**. 


While th« growth i* very grati- 


fying, there is another feature con* 
nee ted with it, which i* even a 
greater sou re* of justification. Th« 
workers hav* organised in th* 
unions cl their trad** and calling*; 
new union* hav* been fortn*d, and 
•everal national union* created 
from A*r*tofor* toatt*r*d and Jaw- 
laud locals, Had thus th* stability 


of th* labor movement ha* bee 
more nearly insured. 


We have issued direct from th 


American Federation of Labor dn 
ing the put year 849 charter*; t 
national and International union 
4; state federations of labor, 5; cit 
central labor unions, 90; local trad 
unions (naving no national). 484 
federal labor union.*, 250. 


We had at th* end of the 


year October 31, 1900. affiliated 
with the American Federation 
Labor, national and Internationa 
unions, 82; state federations. 16 
city central labor unions, 2O8; loca 
trade* union and federal labor 
1,031. 


There were issued during the 


year from national and intern*, 
tional union* and th* Americas 
Federation of Labor (direct) char 
ten 
to the following: 
Newly 


formed union*. 3.375; charter* *u: 
rendered or union disbanded. 418 
leaving « net 
Increase of local 


unions for the year of 3,027. and a 
gain in membership of 294,320. 


Our movement seeks, and ha* to 


a considerable extent *ecured, a di 
mlnution in the number of strikes, 
particularly among the best organ- 
ized. 
1.1 fact, the number and ex* 


tent of strike* can be accurately 
panged by the extent, power and 
financial resources of an organiza- 
tion In any trade or calling. 
The 


barometer of strikes riee* with lack 
of, or weakne** in organltations 
and diminishes) with the extent and 
poirer of the trade union move- 
ment. 


Through more compact and better 


equipped trade unions have come 
joint agreements and conciliations 
between the workmen and 
elated employers; and only when 
conciliation has failed has it been 
necessary to resort to arbitration, 
and then the only successful arbi- 
tration was arbitration voluntarily 
entered into. 


It is strange how much men de- 


sire to compel other men to do by 
by law. What we aim to achieve Is 
freedom through organization. Ar- 
bitration is only possible when vol- 
untary. It never can be success- 
fully carried out unless the paitUs 
to a dispute or controversy are 
equally or nearly equal in power to 
protect *m ri<*r**ud thcmseKes, v, 
to inflict injury upon the other. 


The more thoroughly the workers 


are organized in their local and na- 
tional unions and federated by com- 
mon bond, policy and polity, the 
better shall we be able to avert 
*tlikes and lockouts, secure concili- 
ations, and, if necessary, arbitra- 
tion; but it must be voluntary ar- 
bitration or should be no arbitra- 
tion at all. 


Realizing the neces*ity for the 


unity of the wag* earner.; tf our 
conn try, the American Federation 
of Labor has upon all occasions de- 
clared that trades unions should 
open their portals to all wag* 
workers, irrespective 
of 
creed. 


color, nationality, sex or politici. 
Nothing has transpired iu recent 
ye*jrs which has called for a change 
of our declared policy upon thote 
questions—on the contrary, every 
evidence tends to confirm "s in this 
conviction, for, if it were nut a 
matter of principle, self preserva- 
tion would prompt the workers to 
organiz* intelligently and to make 
common cause. 


In making the declaration w* 


have, we do not necessarily pro- 
claim that th* social barrier* ex- 
isting between the 
whit** and 


blacks could or should be felled 
with one stroke of the pen; but 
when white and black workers ar* 
compelled to work side by side un- 
til the same adverse circumstance* 
and 
under equal 1 unfair condi- 


tions, it seem* an anomoly that w* 
should refuse to accord th* right 
of organization to workers because 
of a difference in their color. 


Unless we shall piv* th* negro 


worker* the opportunity to organ- 
ize and thus place them wber* they 
can protect and defend thetnaclve* 
against the rapacity and cupidity 
of their employers; unless we con- 
tinue th* policy of endeavoring to 
make friend* of then, there can be 
no question that they will not only 
be forced down In the economic 
seal* and be used against any effort 
made by us for our economic and 
social 
advancement, 
but 
race 


prejudice would b* made more bit- 
ter and to the Injury of all. 


The alien contract labor law falls 


far short of accomplishing what It 
wa» originally Intended to do, for 
the reason that violator* of the law

easily 
and 
systematically 


coached how to pa** th* inspection.
